Farrington, resigned carrier on the 
route, was re-appointed by the de­ 
partment one day recently .

ment could consider the letter his 
resignation. 
The department wrote 
back that his resignation was accept­ 
ed and that adv ertisement of an ex ­ 
amination to fill the v acancy should 
be made at once. 
His resignation 
took effect the first of last J anuary .

Perry Downey , who was the sub­ 
s titu te . began carry ing the mail ov er 
the route the first of the v ear and 
* 
acted in that capacity until the reg­ 
ular carrier was named after the ex -1 
amination. 
It is said that J ohn Far­ 
rington was a hard driv er and went 
ov er the route in good 
time ev en 
though he had much to contend with 
in the way of bad roads and other 
things. 
It is said that charges were 
preferred against Downey before lie

customs In the n orth. 
The skulls an d 
bon es were picked up on the surface 
of the groun d just where they were 
left, maybe a thousan d years ago. 
All alon g the shores of the Arctic 
from Cape Prin ce of Wales to Labra­ 
d or an d far. in to the un traveled in te­ 
rior this apparen tly heartless custom of 
leavin g the d ead as prey to wolves an d 
half wolf d ogs has prevailed from Pin e 
immemoria!. There is scarcely a rid ge 
or head lan d in all the vaVt territory 
over which the Eskimos have roamed 
that has n - t somewhere upefn it a place 
of skulls. 
There is n othin g that more impresses 
the arctic travelers than these ever 
presen t skulls as they stare out from 
their d ark moss bed s on the frozen 
hills of the n orthlan d .
